Classical Planets 
of Antiquity 1 (4) 
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The Classical Planets, also known as the Seven 
Luminaries, have been a cornerstone in the historical 
understanding of our cosmos. These celestial bodies, 
visible to the naked eye, were known to various 
ancient cultures. In antiquity, these heavenly bodies 
were not only astronomical objects but also held 
significant astrological and mythological importance. 
The Babylonians, for instance, named them after their 
gods-such as Shamash for the Sun and Ishtar for 
Venus. The Greeks contributed to this legacy by 
naming the planets after their deities, which is 
reflected in the planetary names we use today. The 
movement of these planets against the backdrop of 
stars fascinated our ancestors and led to the 
development of complex calendars and navigation 
systems. The legacy of the Classical Planets endures in 
modern astronomy. 


Classical Planets The concept of seven planets originates from classical 


astronomy, which identified the seven celestial bodies 
ot Antiquity 2 (4) visible to the naked eye as "planets." This group 
consisted of the Sun, the Moon, Mercury, Venus, Mars, 
Jupiter, and Saturn. The classification was derived 
fromthe observation and tracking of their movements 
pe Ba across the nightsky. The word "planet" is derived from 
me the Greek term for "Wanderer," indicative of their 
7 apparent motion against the constellation of fixed 
stars. Historically, this notion of seven planets has 
significantly impacted diverse cultures and belief 
systems. These celestial objects attracted 


special attention because, in contrast to the so- 
called ‘fixed stars’, they moved in varying 
directions and at varying speeds, both from one 
another and from the fixed stars beyond them. 
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Classical Planets 
of Antiquity 3 (4) 
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Historically, the night sky was believed to be 
composed of two distinct types of celestial bodies: 
fixed stars, which maintain their positions relative to 
one another, and wandering stars, which moved 
across the celestial sphere against the backdrop of 
the fixed stars. The Greeks named these moving 
stars 'planets',a term originating from a word that 
means 'wanderers’, due to their unusual movement. 
The Babylonians named them after their main 
deities, and the Greeks assigned their divine 
equivalents to them. Consequently, Babylonian Nabu 
became Hermes, or as he is known to us in his Roman 
form, Mercury; Ishtar became Greek Aphrodite and 
Roman Venus; Nergal became Ares for the Greeks 
and Mars for the Romans and us; Marduk became 
Greek Zeus and Jupiter for the Romans; and in 
conclusion, Babylonian Ninib was called Kronos by 
the Greeks and Saturn by the Romans. 


Classical Planets 
of Antiquity 4 
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In numerous languages derived from 
Latin, the names of the days of the 
week originate from the seven ancient 
planets - the Sun, the Moon, Mercury, 
Venus, Mars, Jupiter, and Saturn. 
Traditionally, these celestial bodies are 
associated with the seven archangels 
and the seven heavens. Lastly, the 
concept of the seven planets suggests 
that Earth is at the center of the 
universe. 


The Sacred 
Space 
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Heaven is envisioned as the perfect place. It is the 
"city" of the gods. The aim of human existence is to 
establish a connection with this divine realm and 
ultimately returnto partake in the life of the deities. 
The primary means by which the gods communicate 
the knowledge of this sacred space and the requisite 
information for entry to humans is via the temple. 
The terrestrial temple mirrors its celestial 
counterpart. The deity discloses the architectural 
blueprint of the earthly temple to the prophet, a 
reflection of the heavenly model. Exodus chapters 
19 and 25 depict this archetypal scenario: the 
prophet ascends the mountain and is presented with 
a "model" to examine. This "model" is the temple, or 
in this instance, the Tabernacle, which has its 
prototype in heaven: "Make everything according to 
the pattern of the Tabernacle and all its furnishings, 
as | will show you" (Exodus 25:9). 


The Biblical 
‘Tabernacle 
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The Holy Scriptures indicate that the Tabernacle was 
constructed following the divine design revealed to Moses on 
Mount Sinai, as described in the book of Exodus, specifically 
in chapters 25-31 and 35-40. The Tabernacle is given more 
attention than any other topic throughout the Scriptures. It 
served asa movable sanctuary that symbolized God's 
presence among the Israelites during their journey through 
the wilderness and was the primary place of worship for the 
twelve tribes of Israel. Constructed nearly 3,500 years ago, 
the entire structure was completed within seven months, 
designed for easy disassembly and transport during their 
desert wanderings. Four hundred and forty years later, 
Solomon's Temple in Jerusalem was established, becoming 
the new focal point for worship. There are many references to 
the tabernacle in the Bible, both in the Old and New 
Testaments.

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Concise overview of its design: 


The Outer Court 

- Entrance: Situated on the eastern side. 

- Bronze Altar: Used for the sacrifice of animals. 

- Bronze Laver: A place for priests to conduct ceremonial 
cleansing. 


The Tabernacle Tent 
Divisions: The tent was split into two primary areas: 

- Holy Place: Held the table of shewbread, a golden 
lampstand, and the altar for burning incense. 

- Holy of Holies (Most Holy Place): Contained the Ark of 
the Covenant, housing the Ten Commandments, a golden 
box filled with manna, and Aaron's rod. It was separated 
fromthe Holy Place by a curtain. 


The Seven- 
branched Menorah 
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The term "menorah" refersto a 
candelabrum, lampstand, or candlestick. 
While most English Bible translations opt 
for "lampstand," the King James Version, 
employed in this work, renders the Hebrew 
term as "candlestick." Within the tent, in 
that particular section, stood a menorah 
with seven branches that cast light upon the 
area, alongside a table set with twelve 
loaves of bread. This sacred space was 
accessible only to priests. The lampstand, 
crafted from pure gold, was lit exclusively 
with fresh olive oil. 


Exodus 25: 31- 
40 (KJV) 1 (2) 
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31 And thou shalt make a candlestick of pure gold: of beaten 
work shall the candlestick be made: his shaft, and his 
branches, his bowls, his knops, and his flowers, shall be of the 
same. 


32 And six branches shall come out of the sides of it; three 
branches of the candlestick out of the one side, and three 
branches of the candlestick out of the other side: 


33 Three bowls made like unto almonds, witha knop and a 
flowerin one branch; and three bowls made like almonds in 
the other branch, witha knop and a flower: so in the six 
branches that come out of the candlestick.

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Flavius Josephus 
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Flavius Josephus, a 1st-century AD Israelite historian, is 
famed for his detailed accounts of his people's history 
and culture. His autobiography is particularly 
significant for detailing his role in the Jewish Revolt 
against Rome, which culminated in the fall of 
Jerusalem and the destruction of Solomon's Temple. 
Celebrated for his literary works, especially "Jewish 
Antiquities," Josephus provides a chronicle of the 
ancient Israelites' history from the creation of the 
world up to his own time.

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Philo of Alexandria, also known as Philo Judaeus, was a Jewish- 
Hellenistic philosopher who lived in Alexandria, Egypt, during 
the 1st century Hellenistic period. He authored numerous works 
on philosophy and history. Philo holds a distinctive place in 
philosophical history as the first to attempta synthesis of 
revealed faith with philosophical reasoning. Christians regard 
him as a precursor to Christian theology. 


His writings primarily offer allegorical interpretations of the 
Torah, known to the Hellenistic world as the Pentateuch, and 
include historical accounts and philosophical commentaries. 
Philo merged Greek philosophical thought with Jewish 
traditions, interpreting the biblical text through the lenses of 
Platonic, Aristotelian, Stoic, and skeptical philosophies. Philo 
frequently supported a literal interpretation of the Torah and 
the historical accuracy of the events it describes, yet he also 
embraced allegorical interpretations at times.

... The candlestick he placed at the south, figuring 
thereby the movements of the luminaries above; for the 
sun and the moonand the others run their courses in the 
south far away from the north. And therefore six 
branches, three on each side, issue from the 

central candlestick, bringing up the number to seven, 
and on all these are set seven lamps and candlebearers, 
symbols of what the men of science call planets. For the 
sun, like the candlestick, has the fourth place in the

Now the order of the planets is a matter of which men have no 
sure apprehension-indeed is there any other celestial 
phenomenon which can be known with real certainty?—and 
therefore they fall back on probabilities. But the best conjecture, 
in my opinion, is that of those who assign the middle place to 
the sun and hold that there are three above him and the same 
number below him. The three above are Saturn, Jupiterand 
Mars, and the three below are Mercury, Venus and the Moon, 
which borders on the lower region of air.

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Clement 
of Alexandria 
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St. Clement of Alexandria was a Greek Christian theologian 
and apologist, born in 150 in Athens, Greece. He 

embraced Christianity at a young age and traveled to Egypt, 
Syria, Palestine, and Assyria to study under learned teachers. 
By 175, Clement had become a disciple of Pantaenus, the 
founder of the Catechetical School of Alexandria, which was 
famous for educating future priests and theologians. In 
approximately 189, Clement took over the school's 
leadership, succeeding Pantaenus. 


As ascholar during a period when literacy among 
Christians was low, Clement managed to formulate 
persuasive logical arguments in support of Christianity, 
drawing from both scripture and philosophy. 


His most significant surviving works are the 


"Protreptikos" (Exhortation), the "Paidagogos" (Instructor), 
and the "Stromateis" (Miscellanies).

Clement S placed in the middle of this universe; and from it came the fumes of 


W. ork S incense... The lamp, too, was placed to the south of the altar of 
incense; and by it were shown the motions of the seven planets, that 
perform their revolutions towards the south. For three branches rose 
on either side of the tamp, and lights on them; since also the sun, like 
the lamp, set in the midst of all the planets, dispenses witha kind of 
divine music the light to those above and to those below. 
The golden lamp conveys another enigma as a symbol of Christ, not in 
respect of form alone, but in his casting light, "at sundry times and 
divers manners," on those who believe on Him and hope, and who 
see by means of the ministry of the First-born.

In the context of the 
menorah, the inclusion of pomegranates reinforces the idea that the 
light emanating from the candelabrum brings forth blessings, 
sustenance, and vitality. 


By likening it to celestial luminaries, it draws a 
parallel between the menorah’'s illumination and the cosmic forces that 
govern our universe. Just as these celestial bodies provide light and 
guidance, the menorah symbolizes the ideal of universal spiritual 
enlightenment and divine presence. 


As The Tree of Life granted eternal life, the menorah represents spiritual 
nourishment, wisdom, and the eternal flame of faith. It serves asa 
conduit between the earthly and the divine, illuminating our path and 
reminding us of our connection to the cosmos and the source of all life.
